Ottawa, May 20.—The result of the 
examination of ex-Major Hodglns. be¬ 
fore a special commons committee, has 
so far brought out two significant 
facts, which go to practically, discount 
the whole effect of his charges. Las', 
night In the course of his examination, 
the major stated that at the most the 
whole stretch of 175 tulles of the sec¬ 
tion from Lake Superior Junction to the 
prairies to which his charges pointed 
and\ practically relate, was of very 
rocky nature, and most of the cuttings 
had to be classified as rock cuttings.

Dublin, Ireland, May 20.—Representa¬ 
tions have been made In Rome against the 
Irish universities bill, which was read the 
second time in the House of Commons the 
other night and approved by a large ma¬ 
jority. It Is true that this majority 
created general satisfaction in Ireland, 
but should Rome Intervene the difficulty 
In the way of the bill would be consider¬ 
able. 

However, the best judges do not expect 
such Intervention. The Catholics In their 
desire. to secure a university to which 
they can send thrtr sons have agre«d to 
many compromises. The new Cathollo 
university, while It will be governed main¬ 
ly by Catholics, will not have the present 
Catholic Bishop nor la there any provision 
for religious training. Even the old 

Queen’s universit y, co nd emned _by_ the 

bishops as godless, had religious teaching 
In Its colleges. 

These facts explain the representation 
made.In Rome, but' it Is thought likely 
that the propaganda will elect to leave 
the decision to the Irish bishops, the most 
influential of whom already have accept¬ 
ed the principle of tbe bill. Nevertheless, 
as the measure stands on paper. Rome 
cannot give it formal approval, but can 
only tolerate It as the best obtainable.

Berlin, Germany, May 20.—While the 
government officials positively deny the 
report emanating from Washington 
(hat the negotiations looking to the 
adoption of an arbitration tredty with 
the United States have been broken off.

If Mrs. Guineas was or Is a reincarna¬ 
tion of Kate Bender she has outdone 
the ghastly achievements of her former 
life. Of the Bender family's known 
victims there was only seven. The 
tully of thg^ Guineas woman’s crimes 
may never be made up, but It already 
hfis surpassed that of the Benders' 
butcheries. 

The parallelism of the two afTalrs Is 
otherwise remarkable. The circum¬ 
stances of .the earlier were as follows: 
In 1871 a family of four came over 
from Germany and opened a small store 
on the country road which runs from 
Independence. Kas.. to the Osage mis¬ 
sion. The members of the family were 
the father, called both William an d 
John; Tils ¥I?e; their son, John; and 
their daughter.

One seaman, 
who was also in a sling, became Insen¬ 
sible from the Influence of the gas. but 
the skipper brought him to the surface 
safely. Eventually the fire was mast¬ 
ered and the Almora proceeded to Syd¬ 
ney, where the underwriters presented 
the captain with a testimonial in 
recognition of the manner In which he 
had saved his vessel. As a result of the 
gas poisoning Capt Nicholl s son’s eye¬ 
sight was ruined. 

The chief officer of the Den of Ruth- 
ven had also a narrow escape when 
s ec o n d o f fic er nf a waTTTng" IfiTp caTled" 
the Douglas. They dared from 'Frisco 
soon after a murder had been commit¬ 
ted, for which a man • was given five 
years, although there was some doubt 
about his guilt.

It is Interesting Jo look back now and 
then, and think of how really short the 
period Is since this part of Canada be¬ 
gan to be appreciated.

It is 
but a brief period of time since there 
was no railroad here, and now we are 
only a year or two from the date when 
we can almost have the choice of three 
big transcontinental lines to cross the 
Dominion from ocean to ocean.

That the 
subject has received serious considera¬ 
tion Is shown by the meeting held In 
New York .this week of presidents and 
other executive officials ot the eastern 
and New England roads, at which the 
advance was the topic discussed.

traffic officials of the different roads 
had for some time been making a study 
of freight rates, and had reported to 
their executives In favor of increases 
In tariffs varying with the different 
classes of commodities. While it Is be¬ 
lieved that the general sentiment of 
those trending the meeting was that 
•xisting conditions require tljat an in¬ 
crease be made, the meeting adjourned 
In order that each company represent¬ 
ed might give further .consideration to 
the subject. It was also understood that 
the increases recommended were to the 
extent of 10 cents per 100 pounds In the 
rate on first-class freight between New' 
York and Chicago, with lesser advances

Glittering 
Melds of salt alternate with miles of 
white sand, which Is drawn In places 
Into high mounds by the whirling hot 
winds that sweep through the gorge. 
The surface of the salt earth In places 
•s very brittle, and a few inches be¬ 
neath It there Is a slimy, salt mud, 
of unmeasured depth, from which res¬ 
cue Is Impossible.

That is our inten¬ 
tion. It is idle for my hon. friend to 
assume, or to suppose that we assume, 
that the provincial franchises existing 
to-day will continue for all time.

use the expression, some of the return¬ 
ing officers shirked the duty and called 

upon extraneous aid to help and assist 
them In performing the duties. Borne 
of them called upon Mr. Leach, who 
was Liberal organiser for that province. 
Now, I am free to say that it was cer¬ 
tainly injudicious, most injudicious on 
the part of these returning officers to 
call for the services of the Liberal or¬ 
ganiser of the province because suspi¬ 
cion would arise at once that the work 
would be done, unfairly. 1 say Itwas 
injudicious but i do not say it was at 
all criminal. There was nothing wrong 
in calling on the services of Mr. Leach 
if the work was properly, fairly, hon¬ 
estly, and_ accurately done. If on the 
other hand the work wax not fairly, ac¬ 
curately, or honestly done It mattered 
not who was called- upon, the crime 
would be there. Now, some gentlemen 
on the other side of the House have 
taken the position, and they have ever 
maintained it in this debate, that thq 
returning officers and Mr. Leach in thus' 
adjusting the local lists to the boun¬ 
daries of the federal constituencies act¬ 
ed in a dishonest manner and disfran¬ 
chised hundreds, nay. thousands of the 
electors.. In fact, in order to character¬ 
ize their-indignation atthig-a ll e gat i on 
of dishonest work on the part of the 
returning officers and Mr. Leacp they 
have coined a new expression and de¬ 
scribed It as the thin red line. It Is 
not altogether a new expression, but 
these gentlemen have given a new 
sense to an old expression, because "the 
thin red line" for the last two centur¬ 
ies has described the formation of the 
British army going Into battle. So, In 
this late day we have two meanings 
for the expression: The thin red line. 
Before I proceed further let me say 
that with regard to this phase of the 
question by my hon. friend from Mar¬ 
quette (Mr. Ro<fhe) was very emphatic, 
x' e g y . p r o nounc ed and -very p re c ise . - -The 
lion, gentleman made a very able 
speech In thlH dehate, for which I give 
him full credit, but able as It was It 
was even more Ingenious than able. 
In this connection, however, the hon. 
gentleman made a, statement which I 
think is not to his credit because I be¬ 
lieve It Is altogether unfounded. After 
having stated that the lists had been 
confided by the returning officer to Mr. 
Leach, the hon. gentleman said (Han¬ 
sard 8299): 

"When these lists were returned to 
the returning officer It was found that 
scores and hundreds of names were 
sobred ou t b y means the -thtn mt 
line, not. as I say. confined to border 
constituencies, but two-thirds of th^in 
were polling divisions within the limits 
«f the local constituencies. W« ar« 
told that it was a necessity to do this. 
Kvery Liberal oh IMVsMe of the House 
has tried to leave the Impression upon 
this House and the country that the In¬ 
terference took place In connection with 
polling subdivisions in the Interior of 
these local subdivisions. Their whole 
argument was to leave the Impression 
that only because of overlapping was 
there any necessity for the thtn red 
line, and that the^ thin red line was 
operated only In those particular In¬ 
stances. I challenge anybody to prove 
that It* took place only In those border 
constituencies. In my own constituency 
there was very little overlapping, just 
a small portion of thtpe municipalities, 
one of which Is In the unorganized dis¬ 
trict. And still there was 1.900 names 
through which the red line operated. 

I am net going to say that those t.900 
names were absolutely disfranchised. 
It was impossible for me to tell., We 
did not have an investigation In the 
constituency of Marquette, and why? 

I knew the returning officer was an 
honorable man. he was a personal 
friend of my own. and he himself could 
not stoop to anything of this character. 
Where he erred was In transferring, by 
the direction of somebody, the voters’ 
lists for the constituency to the Liberal 
organizer. The latter did the work, he 
did the disfranchising." 

Now, I call the attention of my hon. 
friend to these words: 

"The latter did the work; he did the 
disfranchising." 

Here and now I take complete and 
absolute Issue with the statement of 
my hon. friend: I deny altogether that 
he has any proof against Mr. Ledch 
that Mr. Leach disfranchised anybody. 

Some Hon. Members: Oh. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler;. Well, air. here 
and now Is the time for both sides to 
discuss this .matter and discuss It we 
shall. I do not say that Mr. Leach may 
not have been guilty of some error. 
That is quite possible. But to say that 
Mr. Leach or the returning officers de¬ 
liberately, wilfully dlsfracnhlsed hun¬ 
dreds, nay thotx&hnda. of electors there 
Is no evidence of such a charge; and. 
sir, the proof which I have to give of 
the assertion I now make Is that when¬ 
ever and wherever those who made this 
charge against Mr. Laach and against 
the returning officers were cAlled upon 
to give their evidence, they failed abso¬ 
lutely to do so. There was a commit¬ 
tee of this House appointed two years 
_ago to Inquire.into .these matters. On 
that occasion this House adopted this 
motion: 

"That a select committee be appoint¬ 
ed to Inquire Into the operation of the 
Act relating to the election of members 
of this House, and into the practice and 
procedure in connection with election 
petitions, and to consider what changes 
are desirable therein, wltp power to 
send for persons, papers and records, 
to examine witnesses under oath, and 
to report from time to time.” 

The. members of this committee were: 
Mr. Aylesworth, Mr. Fitzpatrick. Mr. 
Oreenway. Mr. 8tockton, Mr. Ingram, 
Mr. Macdonald, of PIctou, and Mr. 
Barker. This committee had power to 
send for persons and papers. They 
sent for persona to Investigate what? 
To Jnvastlgate^the alleged frauds.which 
were said to have taken place In Mani¬ 
toba. They sent for whom? They sent 
for Mr. Knott, the counsel who had 
bitefl chaf&ed with the prosecution of 
Mr. Leach and the returning officers. 
They sent for papers—what papers?

! Rive the reason, as stated by my hon. 

friend from Marquette (Mr. W. J. 
j Roche); and certainly, in tny humble 
j Judgment, no one is more competent to 
give-the reason becuuse my hon. friend 
j has taken a deep Interest In this mat¬ 
ter. This Is how he > spoke, and his 
language will be found at page 8313 of 
Hansard: 

"Now. I am as ked by hon. member 
Tor 'PIcToil ‘Wfiy were these cases 
dropped?' What have we read In the 
Liberal press ever since this question 
arose In 1904? Persecution! Persecu- 
i tipn on the part pf the provincial gov- 
i ernment of Manitoba against these poor 
J officials who had done nothing wrong, 
j So It has been stated, but I do not think 
they will state It again. We were told 
| that these officials were being persecut- 
| ed. They were taken from court to 
court until they were brought to the 
court of appeal. And there It was de¬ 
cided that they were wrong, that they 
j had no right to make these new polling 
j subdIvlslona, an d no right t o treat the 
mig as they did. What was the use of 
; going on when there was a decision of 
that kind. In the face of which such ac¬ 
tions cannot be repeated? Had we gone 
on, the charge of ’persecution’ - would 
hftVe been h urled still more .viciously, 
against the Conservatives. But anoth^ 
er reason why these cases were dropped 
was that the Dominion government had 
1 turned this Into a political question by 
sending Mr. E. L. Howard to represent 
the party in these cases.

franchise, but partially over certain 
lists, I cannot understand that these 
gentlemen can utter the reproach of 
inconsistency. If we are inconsistent 
what ar e they themselves? ~If \ya are 
departing from our principles what are 
they doing? They have always main¬ 
tained that this House should keep con¬ 
trol over its lists; if we were to say 
that we were going to adopt that prin¬ 
ciple. I could understand their criticism. 

, but instead of that, their whole claim 
at this moment is that we are inconsist¬ 
ent. 

Sir. is It not a fact thal In 1885 the 
Conservative party crammed down our 
throats a system whereby the lists were 
taken from independent officers and 
placed In. the hands of officers appointed 
by themselves, and, therefore. aecord- 
the ethics thiiL no w prevail p ar- 
tisans? Yet, sir. In 1885. though we 
fought that measure as effectively, as 
vigorously as I think a measure ever 
was fought, we never thought of re¬ 
sorting to disorganization of the public 
service, and if In such questions there 
bt a reason to refuse supply, we had 
then ten times more regson than there 
is at this moment, because In that case 
the measore” which as introduced was 
to take the preparation of the list from 
municipal officers and to place It In 
the hands of men appointed by the gov¬ 
ernment of the day. 

Now, sir, passing to another view, 
not far, however, removed from this 
one, may I be permitted to say thal 
personally I think my vanity Is some¬ 
what fiattdred by the course which the 
debate has taken. My vanity Is some¬ 
what flattered because the debate has 
shown that my poor utterances, deliv¬ 
ered from time to time in this House, 
have been diligently scanned and scru¬ 
tinised bjr hon. member? on th e other 
side of the House. My hon. friend the 
leader of the opposition (Mr. R. L. 
Borden) and my hon. frierfd from 
Prlnc-e Edward (Mr. Alcorn) have given 
evidence by their utterances that they 
have consumed some of the midnight 
oil In perusing what I may have said 
on this question from time to time in 
order to obtain an expression of opin¬ 
ion in favor of the view which they 
support at this moment. And In the 
accomplishment of this task, they have 
I submit with all humility, but with 
sincerity, shown more ingenuity than 
disingenuousness. Everybody knows 
how misleading it Is to take a sentence 
from a speech or from a writing of any 
kind witiiout and reference to what 
precedes or follows, and how the man 
who is quoted may be thereby made to 
say the very reverse of what he meant. 
To give an example, a single example, 
upon this question. I will recall'the 
speech of my hon. friend the leader of 
the opposition In which he made this 
quotation from a speech of mine de¬ 
livered in 1898. In 1898 I spoke as fol¬ 
lows: 

"But I would not have hesitated to 
accept the franchise provided by a Con¬ 
servative legislature in Quebec, be¬ 
cause, though there were many things 
in that franchise, on the whole, to 
which I would have objected, still as 
It satisfied the province it would have 
satisfied me. It Is in the same way as 
regards other provinces. It is possible 
that the control of the several pro- 
\ Inces may pass Into the hands of the 
Conservative party; still on a question 
of this kind I am quite disposed for my 
part, to accept the franchise prepared 
by the legislature, whether Liberal or 
Conservative." «u 

There the quotatlbn ended. The 
same quotation was made the same 
night by the hon. member for Prince 
Edward and there also the quotation 
ended. Now, sir, If my hon. friend the 
leader of the opposition had read a 
little farther he would have found that 
that sentence was qualified In view of 
the present debate. By this quotation 
the effect Is attempted to be produced 
In the House and to be produced in the 
country, where thousands of copies of 
the speech of my hon. frlendnire sent 
broadcast, that I affirmed that under 
all circumstances. Without uny excep¬ 
tion. the provincial lists ought to he 
adopted. But. If my hon. friend and if 
the hon. member for Prince Edward 
had read the sentence Immediately fol- 


tlons to this parliament; and I concede 
that at once to be the case; but what 
does that amount It means, simply 
that we have to keep watch over the 
pigfK’Ipal legislatures and . check their 
enactments from time to time. That 
simply brings us back to the principle 
that we ought to deal with this matter 
ourselves. But even If we do adopt the 
provincial law I would suggest that we 
should not go Be yond sayi ng that the 
provincial enactments, as they exist at 
present, and the basis on which the 
voters’ lists are now made up In ihe 
different provinces, shall be the basis 
on which we shall proceed In the fu¬ 
ture. I do not see why we should 
pledge ourselves now to the wisdom of 
what any provincial legislature may 
pass in the future." 

.Who was thut member of the House? 
He was then, a member of the House 
and is still a member of the House who 
spoke In that way. That language was 
spoken by my hon. friend who was then 
the senior member for Halifax and who 
is now the leader of-the o ppo si t i o n. f 
congratulate my hon. friend upon the 
soundness of the principle which he ad¬ 
vocated then. I do not find any fault 
with him for having so spoken. His 
views were sound; I wish I could say 
the same to-day. He recognized a 
principle which had been affirmed by 
Mr. Fitzpatrick and which had been 
affirmed by myself and accepted by this 
side of the House. We held to tho opin¬ 
ion that the preparation of the lists 
should be left in the hands of the pro¬ 
vincial authorities; still, we had, in the 
language of my hon. friend the leader 
of the. opposition, to keep watch over 
the provinces and If we found that con¬ 
ditions arose which would not be fair to 
this House then It would be our duty 
Jo resume uur power* and U> have the 
lists prepared by ourselves. Now, hav¬ 
ing laid down what appears to be the 
principles which should guide us in any 
emergency that might occur. I have to 
say that, at this moment. In my hum¬ 
ble opinion, a condition of things has 
arisen in the province of Manitoba 
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fore the House. We Introduced it for 
what we considered to be good and suf¬ 
ficient reasons, and I rise at this mo¬ 
ment to endeavor to show to the House 
and to my hon. friend what these rea¬ 
sons were; perhups before I conclude 
I may also appeal to my hon. friend, in 
the name of fairness, in the name of 
natural justice and -broad equity? 
against certain Intensely partisan laws. 

1 do trot pretend. Mr. Spealier7~that I 
am better than my fellow men, but I 
do not believe *that I am worse. I am 
u plain man and deal with a plain ques¬ 
tion in a plain way. I have no hesita¬ 
tion in sying that I am a partisan, but, 
in all fairness to myself, I do not be¬ 
lieve that I would willingly and con¬ 
scientiously strike below the belt In 
order to take an unfair advantage of 
an opponent; yet. I repeat, I am a par¬ 
tisan, and I have sufficient experlenoce 
of political life In this country to know 
that very often the judgment of a par¬ 
tisan may be blinded and warped. I 
understand fully. I think, the motive of 
the opposition which has come to this 
bill from gentlemen on the other side 
of the House, and especially from the 
members from the province of Mani¬ 
toba. They dread the effect of the law 
on their own province if It is to be ad¬ 
ministered not by officers appointed by 
themselves, but by officers appointed by 
this government. If this bill were to 
become I$W. T$l me say to nr hon. 
friends on the other side of th^» House, 
yes, let me appeal at once to their sense 
of fairness, justice and equity, that 
there are men on this side of the House 
who dread the effect of that law if it Is 
to continue to be administered, as it 
has been, by officers appointed by their 
opponents as will be tne case If this bill 
or some other bill fs nof passed by this 
House. Those who oppose this bill In 
this House at this moment dread it In 
anticipation; those who support It 
dread the effect of the existing law of 
Manitoba not in anticipation, but from 
past experience, and If we are to ap¬ 
proach this question without any equiv¬ 
ocation, but in justice between man and 
man. It reduces itself to-this that you 
gentlemen on the other side of the 
House do not want to go before the 
country on electoral lists prepared by 
your opponents and we on this side of 
the House do not care to go to the 
country op electoral lists prepared by 
our opponents. Sir. this seems to me 
to be the true question, to be the true 
position and the problem which is now 
before us. The principle which shall 
regulate and determine the franchise, 
whether It shall be controlled by Do¬ 
minion authorities or by provincial au¬ 
thorities, Is a question upon whieh there 
has always been a deep line of cleav¬ 
age between the two parties In Canada. 

on this side of the House, the Lib¬ 
eral party, have always maintained 
that unless there be strong reason to 
the contrary the lists should be prepar¬ 
ed by the provincial authorities, where¬ 
as gentlemen on the other side of the 
House have held the unqualified opin¬ 
ion that under dll circumstances the 
lists should be prepared by the parlia¬ 
ment to which the members of this 
House have to be elected. The opinions 
held respectively by the two parties 
have been more than once set before this 
House by motions which speak for each 
party. In 1885. when the franchise bill 
was Introduced. I was entrusted by my 
hon. friends with the duty of moving 
the first amendment, setting forth the 
principle under which we thought the 
franchise ought to be regulated and ad¬ 
ministered. I moved this motion, which 
was a party motion, and which spoke 
our mind upon this subject: 

"In the opinion of this House it Is j 
preferable to continue the plan which i 
has been adopted ever since confedera- | 
tlon of utilizing for tb£ elections to this 
ffouse the provincial franchise and vot* ' 
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be a political Jury with the Dominion 


government defending tho accused? I 
think this is a sufficient answer to the 
hon. member for PIctou. Had the cases 
gone on we should have heard much 
more from the Liberal representatives 
and the Liberal press the accusation 
that we were persecuting these return- 
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l.< t me call once more to the attention 
of the House this salient reason which 
was given by my hon. friend from Mar¬ 
quette for not prosecuting: 

"They were taken from court to court 
until they were brought to the court of 
appeal. And there it was decided that 
they were wrong, that they had no right 
to make these new polling subdivisions, 
and no right to treat the lists as they 
did. What was the use of going on 
when there was a decision of that kind, 
In the face of which such actions can¬ 
not be repeated?" 

So. sir. If these men were not prose¬ 
cuted, it was simply because of the 
magnanimity of the Conservative party. 
These men were told not to sin again. 
What?—the men who had been guilty 
of disfranchising thousands of electors? 
But. sir, that Is not the charge against 
these men now. It is not pretended by 
my hon. friend from Maruqette that 
these returning officers acted dishonest¬ 
ly; but still, though they were simply 
Innocent victims, they were brought to 
the bar of a criminal court, and had 
to defend themselves. But what about 
Leach?- Is It also through magnanim¬ 
ity that Leach has not been prosecuted? 
My hon. friend said there was no use 
of having a prosecution, you could not 
get a verdict before a Jury- It would 
have been difficult, I admit, to have got 
a verdict before a jury if the charge 
had been reduced to the statement that 
the rturnlng officers had acted dishon¬ 
estly In any proper conception of the 
law. But are we to be told that there 
is a Jury In the province of Manitoba 
who would acquit any man who was 
guilty of stealing the franchise from 
his fellow men? I do not believe that. 
T~gnr sur e "th a t t h e p l ea t ha t I t - wuul d- 
have been useless to go before a Jury 
because the Dominion government had 
retained the services of Mr. Howard to 
defend the accused, does not apply to 
Mr. Leach. Did the Dominion govern¬ 
ment secure the services of anybody to 
defend Mr. Leach? Did the Dominion 
government secure the services of Mr. 
Howard to defend Its own officers—the 
returning officers who, according to the 
expression of my hon. friend, had acted 
unwisely, but not criminally? But If 
no charge was made against Mr. Leach 
I conclude It was because none could 
be made. If Mr. Leach had been guilty 
of having disfranchised thousands of 
electors, it would have been the duty of 
every citizen of Manitoba to bring a 
charge against him In order to punish 
Mm fur such practices and prevent 
them In the future. It would have been 
the duty of the government of Mani¬ 
toba and of the Conservative party, 
and. I may add. It wolud have been 
their pleasure. If, therefore. Mr. Leach 
was not brought to trial, if the attorney 
general of Manitoba filed against him a 
nolle prosequi. If the attorney-ge ne ral 
said he would not proceed against him, 
the only conclusion we can draw is that 
Mr. Leach was absolutely innocent of 
the infamous accusation brought 
against him. 

In the face of such a condition of 
things, it is at least unfatr. and If It 
were not tor my hon. friend from Mar¬ 
quette. I would say unmanly to try to 
fasten such epithet* on Mr, Leach a§ 
are heaped dally upon his head, when 
those whs* accuse him had not the cour¬ 
age to make good their accusations.

Knudsen. a Dane, famous In connec¬ 
tion with his Inventions for making a 
liquid air, gave a public demonstration 
of wireless distance photography. 

In one room was a transmitter with a 
needle point, which passed over a pic¬ 
ture prepared on a glass plate from a 
photograph. The point of contact con¬ 
tinually vibrated over this place, ac¬ 
cording to the roughness or smoothness 
of the surface, and a succession of 
electric waves, caught by a receiving 
plate on the wall, w'as the result. 

These waves were In turn caught on 
a receiving plats in an adjoining .room, 
—through a wall, or with the door 
opened—and communicated to a receiv¬ 
ing Instrument, which traced out the 
picture on a smoked glass plate. Front 
this plate pictures were printed oh 
sensitized paper. Among the photo¬ 
graphs sent were those of the King and 
Queen and the Kaiser. 

Interviewed after the demonstration 
Mr. Knudsen said: "This instrument 
has never been publicly demonstrated 
before. I claim that wherever Marconi 
can send messages I can send pictures. 
I can send pictures by any wireless 
system now In use. I do not claim per¬ 
fection for the machine at present; but, 
In my opinion. It is sufficiently advanc¬ 
ed to show that It Is quite practical to 
send pictures by wireless waves. 

"It Is only a question of time when 
the police will be able to flash pictures 
of criminals and finger prints all over 
the kingdom, and even to the continent 
and to America. - 

"But I have another Invention to 
which I attach even morp Importance, 
and I will 'publicly demonstrate It 
within a few weeks. I refer to my In¬ 
vention for setting type by wireless 
wftvea.

Does my hon. friend (Mr. Monk) be¬ 
lieve that this article which places on 
the secretary treasurers of local coun¬ 
cils the duty of preparing these lists, 
cap be applied to the ..secretary treasur¬ 
er of the county councils. I have very 
serious doubt as to that. I have not had 
an opportunity yet of oonterrlng with 
the Minister of Justice on that question 
but If my hon. friend’s view is correct 
I will be more than pleased: If his 
View is correct the province of Quebec 
owuld be beyond the jurisdiction of 
this Act and that should be satisfac¬ 
tory to him as It is to me. 

With regard to the other provinces I 
do not think I should say much more. 

Now. revising the whole question It 
Is beyond doubt that we should have an 
election law; that we should tmprove 
the election act; that we should give 
satisfaction to public opinion which 
has imperatively demanded a new elec¬ 
tion law-.
